The only o/c opposition 
wos met by B-l7s cttacking s/fs near Paris. The losses totalled fiftecn bombers: 
3 to e/a, 3 to AA, 3 B-17s to unlmomm causes, aaa ono B-24 ercsh-landed.. Bomber 
Cleims were 0-5-1.
